Radiation Blast 

A cloud of radioactive 

debris streamed across 

Siberia after a tank at a 
nuclear waste depot exploded. Rus- 
sian authorities said it was fortunate 
that the wind blew the radiation 
away from the Tomsk-7 plant and 
the nearby city of Tomsk, with a pop- 
ulation of 500,000. 

Russian officials contradicted 
each other about the gravity of the 
chemical blast, with some denying 
the existence of a radioactive cloud 
while others minimized the cloud's 
effects. Uranium and plutonium 
salts were released into the atmo- 
sphere when the plant exploded, 
and Greenpeace warned that sev- 
eral villages near the Yenisey River 
were threatened with fallout. 


Floods 


At least 30 people died as 
ees aresult of floods and mud- 

slides in southern Ecuador. 
One inundation in the Andes threat- 
ened to burst an earthen dike that is 
preventing water from. wiping out 
3,200 acres of sugar cane, wheat, 
and corn crops.

Seismic activity rattled the 
iS] Chesapeake Bay area for 
a fourth consecutive week 
from an epicenter near the city of 
Columbia, Maryland. 

Earth movements were also felt 
in central Alaska, Missouri, the Fiji 
Islands, western Nicaragua, the 
central Philippines, south and north- 
west Iran, and central California.

A freak hailstorm in south- 
ga ern Mexico left at least two 

people -dead and dozens 
‘injured or homeless. The storm hit 
the state of Oaxaca, uprooting trees 
and posts, and leaving a 1-foot layer 
of hailonthe ground in the state cap- 


ital. The two victims were struck by 
lightning during the hour-long storm.

African tourism ministers 
al have drafted a scheme to 

promote travel to their 
countries by selling shares in ele- 
phants, then letting shareholders 
shoot the beasts 10 years later.

With 
his aura emitting a sense of destination most homeless 
people can only reminisce about, he walks pointedly tothe 
flower pot which is a few fect from the entrance. Bending 
respectfully toward the flowers, he smells them one at a 
lime. His nose tastes each stalk until he circumnavigates 
the flower pot and leaves the building through the revoly- 
ing door. His entire dance has been a circle -- an orbit in 
which a foreign planet dares enter a solar system that is 
unwelcoming but familiar, in order to remind these heav- 
enly bodies that they do not exist by themselves in the 
universe. 

The guard relaxes and slumps lower against the 
wall. The tall man shuffles up Madison Avenue, abit taller 
for having stopped to smell the flowers. 

Inside the IB“ building, it’s 5 PM. Streams of 
workers are exiting, mc st preoccupied with layoff notices, 
reduced ability to be happy, or vague feclings of discon- 
tent. The only people at the flower pot are killing time, 
waiting for someone else.
